In reply Ctrairman Gary sent the 


following:

DEVEOPING IN IRON 


AND JTEEL TRADES 


E>TT That tic Necessity for Means or 


ControlJing ComTOwlitics- Has 


Been Safely Passed. 
| 


One ot tho greatest evidences of 
'• 


progress in the transition from war- 
time to peace-time conditions is the I 
reappearance of actual markets m 
various commodities. It is oniy six 
months or i'o ago that such, a thing 
was almost universally regarded 'rvitli 
hO£ror, says the American Metal Mar- 
ket. The government was being call- 
ed upon to continue its- control, not 
by way of enforcing maximum prices, 
but by way M enforcing 
minimum 


prices. Few if any of the markets 
were regarded as being-able to stand 
by themselves, and. the control was 
wanted not for a brief period but 
for rather an extensive 
period, a 


year bang sometimes mentioned. 


Now, however, we have many mar- 


kets that are standing on their own 
feet and can took anyone square in 
the eye. Th-ey have nothing to con- 
ceal, nothing to be"ashamed of.' 


The iron and steel industry Is oot 


uncommonly regarded as^ presenting 
a controlled- mariret still, but when 
examined in detail it shows many ex- 
ceptions. The iron and steel industry 


a whole tn ust be considered as 


including coke, pig iron and iron and 
steel scrap. As to coke, the Connells- 
ville coke market began declining in 
the latter part of January, practically 
the moment it was announced the gov- 
ernment maximum would come off 
February 1st. In a short time there 
was an open and competitive market 
in coke, and in th-e past three weeks 
there has toeen an advancing market 
as to spot codie, while as to contract 
coke for the second half of the year 
the views of coke operators have been 
stiffening in the past week 
or ten 


days. 


Iron, and steel scrap very promptly 


broke away from tho maximum limits 
at about the time the armistice was 
signed, and for se-v era! months the 
market declined sharply, but late In 
March a stiffening occurred, and the 
scrap market has since then been 
higher than the low point of March, 
while in the past week or two it has 
been stiffening quite plainly. 


Pig iron does not present a clear 


case either of being under control or 
of being entirely free. 
There have 


been enough irregularities to prove 
thai there is no strict adherence to 
set prices, and- with a little more ac- 
tivity pig iron is likery to show a 
wide open market with prices base-d 
on trade conditions and not in an> 
sense upon any set prices. 


In finished steel products there is 


still a set market, in the main, but 
even at that there is price cutting, 
and, what is particularly important, 
price cutting of such small amounts 
as to show that the openly recognized 
prices have some inherent stability. 
They are not a pure accident, ad- 
hered to because there is nothing 
else to do. 


So far as iron and steel and the 


noDferrouJs metals generally are con- 
cerned. It Is quite clear that trade has 
traversed by far the major port of 
the journey from a controlled to an 
open market, and tho whole thing has 
been do-no with vastly less distur- 
bance than, most people would have 
expected. 
It is well to reflect how 


much "has been accomplished. 
Wo | 


are now much more in line with the j 
peace-time conditions than with the j 
war-time conditions of a trifle more j 
than six months ago.

It 
further proof 'is necessary it can be 
provided, 'in -lie case of the North 
Pittsburg street crossing, by supplying 
a drawing or /blue print showing how 
the view of approaching trains, both 
north -bound and south bound, is ob- 
structed" by tbe adjacent buildings.
